satisfying the appetite for getting something for 
nothing. The extent to which this appetite is whetted 
in these days of depression is indicated by the fact 
that the latest Irish Hospital Sweepstakes, took in over 
£4.000,000. Every part of the world was repre¬ 
sented in the ticket buying. 

A post office official is reported by The New 
York Times as saying the public had gone "lottery 
crazy" during the last year. He estimated that some¬ 
thing like ♦100,000.000 had been taken from the 
gullible on this side of the Atlantic during the year 
and that promoters of another $100,000,000 worth 
of chances had been put out of business just in time 
by the issuance of fraud orders by the departments 
in United States and Canada. He said that Ireland. 
Canada and Newfoundland are now producing the 
greatest crop of lotteries. Most of the lotteries are 
based on horse ram. although pools have been spring¬ 
ing up on everything from bank clearings to the 
weather to satisfy the demand. 

Proposals to legalize sweepstakes have bean be¬ 
fore local government bodies in various parts of Can¬ 
ada and have even reached the floor of Parliament. 
But the conservative sentiment of this country has 
refused to be swayed m their favor. The luck that 
has accompanied many of the money winnings has 
not been such as to influence opinion to any extent. 
Lottery money, more than any other, as one authority 
has pointed out. seems to be a root of evil. For in¬ 
stance. there was the Italian cafe owner from Bat¬ 
tersea who WOK -she -fast prize am th e Grand -National 
sweepstake last year. His friends all pounced on 
him for a share of hit winnings. It is true that the 
lawyers bene fit ted immensely, as the case and the 
winnings were dragged through the courts. But be¬ 
fore the case approached a conclusion the judge had 
publicly designated every witness connected with it 
at "an unmitigated liar." 

The large sums turned over to hospitals and other 
charities by the sweeps are pointed to as an argu¬ 
ment for them by their promoters. However, there 
is another tide to this. Ordinary subscribers cancel 
their subscriptions; bequests become leu frequent. 
"Speaking for myself and this hospital." said the 
Governor of Charing Cross Hospital when the British 
lotteries bill was recently under debate in the House 
of Commons, “we will have neither part nor lot in 
any such scheme and our reasons are not simply 
moral ones, though they weigh very considerably. 
Looking at it from a business standpoint, we believe 
the gain would be outweighed by the loss." (

A TRIUMPH FOR RE ARON 

•pHERE HAS BEEN SIGNED AT LAU- 

* sand to-day a treaty which will virtually wipe 
German reparations from the economic slate. The 
debtor nation has not been forgiven completely, how- 
aver, since the agreement provides for a bond issue— 
not to be capitalized for at least three years. The 
final amount of the bill is about $720,000,000, but 
if anything mote it heard about reparations, even 
those who drew up the document probably will be 
die most surprised. 

The new treaty at least prepares the machinery 
for a world economic conference in which the United 
States will take part. And it will be interesting to tee 
now. moreover.*if the neighboring republic is ready 
to discuts modification of its accounts against Europe. 
The United States has never been interested in rep¬ 
arations. notwithstanding the fact that most of the 
money it so far has received in debt instalments came 
originally from Germany. 

Washington's bill against Europe at present is 
approximately $10,600,000,000, and if Mr. 
Hoover should consent to discuss debt adjustment, 
reparations probably will .be mentioned only as 
the debtor countries remind him that they will find 
it much more difficult to meet their obligations to 
Undo Sam since nothing will be forthcoming from 
Germany. Great Britain already hat paid approxi¬ 
mately $1,500,000,000 m principal and interest off 
her obligation to the United Stales.

The only sugges¬ 
tion of anything of the tort from continental Europe 
came from Itely in the form of an inquiry as to how 
the could pay her debt if the got nothing from 
Germany. .

CUSTARD LOIR / 

By SIMTEK MARY 

Perhaps one of the beet derneRs to 
serve with a vegetable dinner is a,cus¬ 
tard 6f some fort. The eblsf ingredi¬ 
ents of every 1 custard are eggs and 
milk, two excellent sources of protein 
So when this factor has been lacking 
in the main part of the meal, the des¬ 
sert may well supply It. 

While the fundamentals of nearly all 
custards are the same, they may be 
varied in their seasonings and maybe 
served in' a variety of ways. Fresh 
fruit may be sliced and used so a bor¬ 
der or it may be crushed and used as 

* a perfect custard Is not difficult to 
maka and la sure to be liked by every 
member of the family. Children who 
do not Uke to drink milk can be given 
It In this form. However, be sure that 
the custard Is not over-cooked and 
“■■spj. for this will make It unat¬ 
tractive and many cause It to be rer 

* U The number of eggs used In propor¬ 
tion to the amount of milk determines 
the consistency of the custard. The 
eggs act as a thickening agent for the 
milk. Lem than one egg to one cup 
of milk will not thicken the milk 
enough to make • firm baked custard. 
Individual custards do very well wlln 
this proportion, but large puddings 
that are to be unmolded will need

Just published by the 
Macmillan Company, advisee caution in accepting 
as true some of the forecast* and philosophic 
speculations of present-day prophet*, sir Oliver 
cites, "the,doctrine of relativity” as one of the 
theories deserving cautious acceptance wherever 
It has not been confirmed by experiment. 

Sir Oliver explains hi* point of view In an eaeay 
called “Science In the Sixties.” Included In a 
volume of essays by Fellows of the Royal Society 
of Literature. The book is edited by John Drink- 
water, who explains In bis introduction that the 
essayist* have not attempted to make an ex¬ 
haustive survey of the eighteen-sixties, but to 
give “a faithful Impression of the period.” 


A RE YOU looking for e good, solid novel, realistic 
without being'nasty, amusing without being 
Mp? If so, I advise you to procure without delay 
• The Odyaeey of Ruphemia Trecy.” by Richard 
Crompton. The title pretty nearly prevented me 
from opening the pages of thla book, for the 
author, a young Englishman with only one story 
to hta credit, was an unknown as far as I was 
concerned. But my good angel must have 
. prompted me to read page one and I was captured. 
I sailed right through the 347 pages of the novel, 
driven easily along by a good strong breeze of

The Queen Regent of Spain wrote sadly to her 
aunt in May.

Lord Salisbury dicl 
tated the answer in general terms which Included 
the sentence: “There is great goodwill in England

Connell Traces Life of the A^es In Geologic History

-- 

r IOSE who do not profess to be students of 
geology, but who are rone the lees sufficiently 
interested ln that science ~■ It* lessons to read 
books and papers about It are not infrequently at 
a loss about the meaning of many of the time- 
terms used. I Judge thla to be so, at least, from 
the questions about them which from time to 
time are put to me. Reference to handbooks, 
manuals, textbooks, and so on. are undoubtedly 
rather confusing than otherwise, because hardly 
any two wholly agree ln the terms they use or in 
using them ln precisely-the same way. All at¬ 
tempt* to arrive at uniformity of expression 
among geologists have failed ao far. and naturally 
■a. for geology la still a young and vigorously 
growing science, and consequently the boundaries 
of to-dagr may need serious readjustment to¬ 
morrow. I am going to try to give my readers 
an Idea at how the major time-marks have origin¬ 
ated and what on the whole they stand for in 
geological history. 

To get an idea of how far we have traveled In 
geological conceptions It is good to look et such 
a book as a volume of Digests of the Philosophical 
Transactions of the Royal Society published 200 
years ago and recently lent me by Percy Watson. 
A number of these digests. are concerned with 
geological matters, and the manner In which the 
subjects are handled, the conceptions of the 
writers expressed, and what we should think quite 
obvious conclusions missed, is very striking Indeed. 
I have not the book at hand now. but instead of 
quoting from It I shall give a few sentences from 
J Woodward, first of a long line of that name 
extending down to the present day and all noted 
for their services to historical geology. This elder 
Woodward wrote an "Essay Toward a Natural His¬ 
tory of the Barth,” a title which in itself shows 
the breadth of bis thought. This Is, ln brief, what 
he has to say in 1095 about the stratified rocks 
(i quote from Marr s “Principles of Strattgraphlcal 
Geology”): "The Matter, subsiding . . . formed 
the Strata of Stone, of Marble, of Cole, of Barth, 
and the rest: of which Strata, lying one upon 
another, the Terrestrial Globe, or at least aa much 
of It N k ever displayed to view, doth mainly 
consist. . . . The Shells of these Cockles. Eacalops. 
Perewlnkles. and the rest, which have a greater 
degree of Gravity, were encloeed and lodged In the 
Strata of Stone. Marble, and the heavier kinds of 
Terrestrial Matter: the lighter Shall* not sinking 
down till afterwards, and so falling among the 
lighter Matter, such as Chalk, and the like. * . . 
Accordingly we now find the lighter kinds of 
Shells, such as those of the Echini, and the like. 


very plentifully In Chalk. . • . Humane Bodies, 
the Bodies of Quadrupeds, and other Land- 
Animals, of Birds, of Fishes, both of the Cartil¬ 
aginous. the Squamosa, and Crustaceous kinds; 
the Bones. Teeth. Horns, and other part* of Beasts, 
and of Fishes: the Shelia of Land-Snails: the 
Shells of those River and Sea Shell-FUh that were 
lighter than Chalk *c. Trsea. Shrub*, and all 
other Vegetables and the seeds of them: and that 
peculiar Terrestrial Matter whereof theee consist, 
and out of which they are all formed . . . were 
not precipitated tlU the last, and ao lay above 
all the former, constituting the supreme or out¬ 
most Stratum of the Olobe. . . . The said Strata, 
whether of Stone, of Chalk, of Cole, of Barth, or 
whatever other Matter they consisted of. lying 
thus each upon other, were all originally parallel 
. . . they were plane, even, and regular. . . . 
After some time the Strata were broken on all 
sides of the Olobe ... they were diilocated. and 
their Situation varied, being elevated in aome 
places, and depressed in others . . . the Agent 
or force which effected this Disruption and Dis¬ 
location of the Strata waa seated within the 
Barth.". 

In spite of his gravity-explanation of fossil 
deposition and the further cnors it led him intq. 
Woodward had at least a pretty clear notion of 
th* stratified rocks and their fossils, and of struc¬ 
tural changes that had taken place in them. 

The first names given to the stratified rocks 
. were either local or descriptive. Thus Bath. Port* 

. land, and Caen, gave their names to varieties of 
limestone; Millstone grit le obviously named from 
Its practical utility to the miller, and Corn-brash 
from its easy disintegration. Such names bestowed 
by quarry men, miners, and ao on. have remained 
in earth history, especially in connection with 
European geology, but as at best they have refer¬ 
ence only to minor divisions of the earth's crust 
other and mare inclusive names became necessary. 

One of the first attempts at a large view of 
the geological field was made by a continental 
geologist ln the eighteenth century. He classified 
the rock* as Primary. Secondary, and Alluvial. 
The original use of theee terms waa confined 
wholly to the kind of rock. The Primary rocks 
were the granites, gneisses, and crystalline schists; 
the Secondary were the rocks derived from these 
primary ones, such as sandstones, shales, etc.; the 
Alluvial were the loose Incoherent materials of 
modern accumulation, largely ascribed to the 
operations of Noah's Flood. We now know thal 
such rocks as granite and gneiss, so far from being 
primary or fundamental to all other rocks, may 
and have intruded rocks of all ages*up to tbs 
Tertiary. Z 

The sense of the supreme importance of foeetle 
as time-markers which resulted from the labors 
of William. Bmlth ln the opening years of the 
nineteenth century demanded a new mode ol 


approach to classl(lcation. The stratified rocks 
bo.-ame supreme, and life as it revealed Itself ln 
organic remains became the key %6 the history of 
the earth. An attempt was made to give the old 
terms a new significance, and as we shall see they 
have not wholly died out. but all geologists are 
agreed in making the major divisions of geologic 
time dependent on certain great features of de¬ 
veloping life manifested in the foesll records 
Thus Just a 4 a historian of mankind may divide 
hla subject under the four heads. Prehistoric. 
Ancient. Medieval and Modern, so the geologist 
recognises in his field th# following eras at least: 

Archaeoaolc or Archaean—Beginning of Ilf# 

Palasosolc—Ancient life 

Meeouolc—Middle life 

Kafnoaolc— New life 

Some geologists Insert »ther terms, but these are 
generally agreed upon. The two last are very 
commonly spoken of as the Secondary and Ter¬ 
tiary, and often with tha addition of the Quater¬ 
nary. which embraces the era In which we live.and 
which u peculiarly the human era. ^ 

The Archaean la almost without foeell* and 
those that are found are of very lowly relation# 
qf the seaweeds. In the Talaeoaolc there la a 
great advance. Not only do Invertebrate or back- 
bonelea* animal* increasingly abound as fossils, 
bnt vertebrates of a primitive character assume 
great importance. Plants of spore-bearing type 
develop greatly in number* and size. Th* Meap- 
■ole la the era of reptiles, but it la marked also 
by the appearance towards Its close of flowering 
plants and primitive mammal*. In the Kalnouolc , 
mammals become dominant, and in the Quater¬ 
nary the human race becomes the significant 
feature. 

The eras have their sub-divisions known aa 
epochs or systems: epochs, if we emphasise the 
time-element; eyetems. If our attenUdn la chiefly 
given to the rocks ahd their fossil contents. The 
epoch-names are largely European, because in thft. 
Old World the study of the rocks was first Inten¬ 
sively carried out. But to the oldest of all. the 
epoch* of the Archaean. Canadian names are 
given. "Laurentlan" and “Huronlan'’ remind us of 
the Canadian Shield which , embrace# the inland 
aea of Hudson’s Bay and la 6ne of the oldest por¬ 
tions of the earth's crust. The Palaeosolc systems 
are aa follow*, the oldest at the top

Each of these ha* Its characteristic develop¬ 
ment of life. Thus the Cambrian is noted far iu 


trllobttes. curious Crustaceans something like the i 
king-crabs of the Atlantic Coast of to-day. The 
Ordovician saw the appearance of freshwater 
fishes. Th# first land-plants appeared in the 
Silurian. All these $hroe epoch* ought to appeal 
to the people of Wales, for the name of the flrit 
la, of course, derived from the old title of the 
principality, while the second and third celebrate 
two .of the brave tribes who ao long resisted their 
invaders. The Devonian, named after the fin# 
old county of Devon, to celebrated in English 
adventure and discovery, is the epoch and system 
of that Old Red Sandstone Hugh Miller Immor¬ 
talized; It is noted for its amphibians and the'* 
rise of saltwater fishes. The latter, however, came 
to the front chiefly ln the early Carboniferous or 
Coal epoch, in the latter days of which the great 
flowerlees forests and swamp* gave rise to the 
coal measures of Europe and Eastern America. 
The Permian epoch, named after the district of 
Perm In Russia where the rock* were first studied, 
saw reptile* begin to move towards that pre¬ 
eminence that was to be theirs for millions of 
year* during the Mesozoic. The Mesozoic opens 
with the Trlassic. so named after the Trias, a 
German formation consisting of three member*, 
two beds of sandstone with one of limestone be¬ 
tween. The epoch saw the rise of the great dino¬ 
saurs. whose gigantic bulk and extraordinary form 
and variety constitute th# most spectacular feature 
of Mesozoic time*. In the Jurasalc flying reptiles 
and birds appear. Us name comes from the Jura 
Mountains Of Europe where the system is pecu¬ 
liarly well developed. The Meaoaolc closes with 
the Cretaceous or Chalk epoch, so called because 
of the extraordinary abundance of that material 
ln Europe, where it extends from Southern Eng¬ 
land across the Channel to Northern France and 
Belgium. On this continent it was the epoch in 
which the mammals appear, although in curiously 
small and archaic forms, but one group of genera 
was destined to give rise to the Primates, the 
family to which Man belongs The huge, fan¬ 
tastic reptiles died out fast with th# close of the 
Cretaceous, and the mammal* increasingly 
nourished, so that with the beginning of the 
Kalnozolo or Tertiary the new animals were get¬ 
ting fairly Into their stride. The Tertiary la above 
all the epoch of mammals, and all our modern 
kinds were beginning their evolution in the 
Eocyn* and Ollgocene. 

Th# division* of the Kalnozolc or Tertiary 
originated with Sir Charles Lyell and were based 
on the "percentage of recent shells which they 
contained." Thus the lowest Tertiary bed* of U>n- 
don and Paris were found to contain three and a 
half per cent, ao they were given the name of 
i Eocene, or "dawa recent.” The beds above them 


fn France were found to have seventeen per cent, 
and were named the Miocene or "less recent.” 
Then came the Pliocene oi* "more recent” with 
from thirty-five to ninety-five per cent. Later th*. 
Ollgocene or "little recent" waa interpolated be¬ 
tween the Eocene and th# Miocene, and th# series 
closed with the Pleistocene, which la equivalent 
to the last glacial period with 1U various stages 
of Ice advance and retreat. 

The question may be asked how these various 
eras and epochs are distinguished. Are the lines 
between them sharp and clear? My answer would 
be that they are not and that wherw’they are It la 
usually due either to Imperfection# ln the rock 
sections available or to those breaks in the record 
which mark the great geographical and climatic 
changes in the earths fUstory. The life of the 
earth we cannot think of otheVwlse thah as a 
continuous stream. Specie# becoming unfitted 
to cope with new conditions of environment 
passed out. The rise and decay of empires had a 
prophetic parallel in the course of auch groups 
as the trlloblte*. the ammonites, the giant rep¬ 
tile*. Eccentricities of form, hugeness of bulk, 
over-specialization In a word, brought them to 
defeat In those critical changes which marked 
especially the end of th# Palaeozoic, the Metozolc 
and the Plflooene: 

Theee critical change* were elevation# of the 
continental maaeee with the resulting retirement 
of the seas from the continental platforms and 
Interiors. Thu* at the beginning of the Permian 
epoch the aea stretched northward from the Gulf 
of Mexico to Alaska, covering the whole Rocky 
Mountain area and sending off one arm to the 
northeast toward the aoqth end of the Great 
Lakes region and another to the Pacific across 
Northern Cellfornla, leaving Oregon, the greater 
part of Washington, the southwestern mainland 
of Ullah Columbia. Vancouver Island and the 
Queen Charlotte* as one continental island, and 
southern California and western Mexico as an¬ 
other. But at the close of the Permian this In¬ 
land sea had largely retreated. Later, the Ap¬ 
palachian Mountain# ln the east and the first 
Rockies in the west arose, and North America. 
lar*er in area than now. became wholly dry land. 
Similarly,* at the time of the formation of th# 
Nanaimo coal measure# the eea again covered the 
continent from Mexico to the mouth of the 
Mackenzie. Then the continent began to rise and 
the Mesozoic closed with a great mountain- 
building movement throughout the world which 
gave .us the Rocky Mountains and Colorado ranges, 
and to Bouth America the long line of the Andes. 

Among the critical periods must of course be 
numbered the glacial ages, of which there have 
been at feast five In ths history of tha earth. 


Until recent, years' the last, commonly known aa 
the Great lee Age. was thought to be unique, but 
the discovery of ancient and unmistakable glacial 
tills with scratched and polished rocks ln deposits 
of various ages in part* of the world auch aa 
South Africa, India. Australia and Brazil, have 
quite altered our notions. There were ice ages 
as far back aa-the Palaeozoic, two or even more. 
Another ln the Devonian Is witnessed to by the 
glaclfl conglomerates of Cap# Colony. Th# Perm¬ 
ian had another great ice age. And in the Eocene 
widespread glaciation occurred ln Colorauo. 

Huntington and Viaher In "Climatic Changes'* 
picture the scene to the south of the last of the 
Orest Ice Ages ln the Pleistocene: “In the sons to 
the south of the continental ic# sheet, the plant 
and animal life of boreal, cool temperate, end 
warm temperate regions commingled curiously. 
Heather and Arctic willow crowded out elm and 
oak; musk ox. hairy mammoth, and marmot con¬ 
tested with deer, chipmunk, and skunk for a 
chance to live. Near the ice on slope# exposed to 
cold glacial gales, the immigrant boreal specie* 
were dominant, but not far away in more pro¬ 
tected arras the species that had formerly lived . 
their held their own. In Europe during the last 
two advances of the great Ice sheet the cavemanV 
alco struggled with fierce animals and a fiercer 
climate to maintain life in an area whose habit¬ 
ability had long been decreasing.” 

This is a particular application of t)>.e gynersl 
statement made by Schuchert in hla "Historical 
Oeology": "So long aa the environment of organ¬ 
isms remain unchanged, they undergo compara¬ 
tively little nullification. However, as the earth # 
shell has been periodically raised into mountain 
ranges and th# oceans have as often flowed widely 
over th# continents. It follows that the environ¬ 
ment of plants and animals has undergone re¬ 
peated and vast alterations. When mountains are 
thrown up simultaneously In many lands, great 
changes In the humidity and temperature of the 
atmosphere lesult. bringing on arid climates and 
even glacial ones. Such times are especially 
fraught with danger to th* organic world, evolu¬ 
tion is then especially rapid, blotting out floras 
and faunae that have long dominated th* earth, 
and forcing some of th* small and Insignificant 
stocks to take the lead and rise Into new races, 
which In their turn quickly attain mastery over 
their physical and organic environment.” 

Each geological epoch la in It* measure a period 
of depression between two ^ oda of elevation of 
the earth’s surface. The eras are marked off by 
still greater elevation. Hence Hiu history of th* 
earth and its life ha* been one of change and 
struggle, and hence, too. tha times of depression 
with their shallow seas have been the pages *n- 
ahrinlng the story of the past ln their fossil re¬ 
mains. T— _ '

In hi* 
new chapters of the Koran be gave the 
rules aa to' tha kind of food to sat, the 
way property should be distributed 
among heirs, the manner In which 
wives could be divorced. In fact, all 
the law In Moslem countries waa baaed 
upon the precepts in the Koran. 

He waa shrewd enough to know that 


he could exact of these wild Arab 
tribes no profound theology. The credo 
of-Me faith was 'Wry slmpis. All A 
man bad to do waa to repeat: 

"There la no Ood but Allah and 
Mohammed la the Prophet of Allah.** 

There also were four other pillars of 
the faith: to pray five times a dixy 
with the face turned towards Mecca, 
to give alma, to faat from sunrise to 
sunset in the month of Ramadan and 
to maka at least one pilgrimage to 
Mecca. 

As for the prayers, he waa capable 
of enunciating very beautiful ones, by 
sharp cobras*, to hla passages of 
sensualism or hla violent tirades 
against those who would not believe 
in hie mission: * 

• H# is my Lord. There is no Ood 
but He. In Him do I put my trust. 
To Him I must return." r

All the robins 
died en route and only alxteen gold¬ 
finches lived to stretch their wings In 


Beacon Hill aviary btfore they srere 
released. By spring none of these 
could be found. 

A second shipment was brought out 
in 1911. ThU consisted of five kinds 
of birds, thirty-six pain aach of gold¬ 
finches. brown UnneU, robins and blue 
tits, and seventy-four pain of sky¬ 
larks. Even ythile waiting at Liver¬ 
pool the Mrds^began to droop and die. 
Lees than half of them wren delivered 
at Victoria and not one of the nearly 
300 goldfinches, blue tile, robins and 
linnets eaw the summer of 1914. Th* 
skylark, howrever. lived.

A ROUND Book* and westward spring llngegs

come creeping up th* Straits, hiding the head¬ 
lands and softening the dark forests, and the 
more generous rains, keep th* grass green and the 
commoner flowers In bloom later. True, ther* are 
about Victoria species that rarely if ever* are seen 
beyond Book# Way. species that, like the godetia 
and the aneeee wort. revel In dry weather and 
aumteer Beat. But I am thinking rather of plant* 
that coma with the swallows and linger on ae if 
unwilling |a leave us. 

Thus, here by the roadside Is a little hollow. 
In winter soft and boggy.' but where this first 
day of July you can walk a# 11 on velvet on 
moist plant-coversd ground. Here the dwarf it. 


John's-wort raises from Its trailing stalk* It* 
little tun-Ilk# flowers, each a perfect miniature 
of the great flowers of your garden Hypericum. 
With It la the creeping lesser xpeerwort, the 
smallest of our yellow buttercups. It ts called 
"speerwort" because of Its narrow lance-lixe 
leave*, and the name has no doubt come down 
from the days when spear and lance were common 
weapons of warfare, and gunpowder waa a* tabu 
aa poison gas la now. used but with misgiving. 
Her* la the creeping buttercup, bold and hand¬ 
some with rich golden cups and dark green leaves, 
and the silverweed cinquefoil with Its pinnate 
leaves that hid their silver beneath. 

With these flowers of quite different shade* of 
yellow grow the pretty wild forg*t-m#-pot. smaller 
In flower than our garden kinds bur quite their 
equal In dainty beauty, and the speedwell with Its 
mors purplish blue. Quaint little tufts of marsh 
club-rush of pale green sterile horsetail complete 
our wayside garden. 

Th* salmon berries, golden and dark red. hang 
lusciously among the bushes, tempting to the 


thirsty traveler, and scarlet wtnebejrrtes In the 
drier place* offer an even more delightful refresh¬

BY THE RIVER BANK 

The little river runs to the sea from a valley 
with almost precipitous aides. In Its lower reaches 
alders, maples, and cedars shade Its waters that 
come cool and clear from their source In the 
rocky hill. Winding paths, more used by cattle 
than man. run In and out among the tree* and 
shrubbery, some ending lh camping places, others 
losing themselves In the dense vegetation. On*, 
however, heads up-stream, crossing th* river by a 
fallen tree. From among the ferns you come out 
on a little cabin built when th* streafo ran 
further off. but now undermined by it at one 
comer, so that its entrance te secure from roving 
cattle. From Its rude veranda you can look 
down on the murmuring water aa It slips over Its 
pebbly bed to drop a few yards off over a little 
bouldery ledge 

Donena of tiny uouUeta are In the water wait¬ 


ing for what chance may bring. The crumbs 
thrown to them produce great excitement aa they- 
float-away slowly, sinking as they go. The trout- 
lets in seizing them must eo take them that they 
heed up-stream, and it IS amusing to wa tch th eir 
antics resulting from the conflict of this neces¬ 
sity and the greedy appetites. Large pieces after 
one or two investigatory nibbles by th* bolder one* 
are left to float away, but further down, where 
another company waits, the same Investigation la 
carried on. and then the fragment goes over the 
ledge. 8ometime* a smaller crumb la rejected 
over and over again until at last a troutlet ap¬ 
parently no larger but perhaps of greedier habit 
swallows the dainty with success. 

Just below where X alt la a boulder, distin¬ 
guished by Its reddish color and atae. Suddenly 
from Its far aide a large trout dashes out. seises a 
crumb and aa speedily disappears beneath th* 
boulder. Th* movement Is repeated again and 
again, and X find that by letting larger crumb* 
float down peat hi* hiding-place I can assure 
these flashing breathless entrance* and exits al¬ 


most endlessly. He la about six Inches long, a 
veritable giant among the pigmies that swim 
about unabashed outside. 

ALONG MIC SHORE 

A fresh wind la blowing up the Straits and 
with the rising tide th* waves are breaking Just 
below the steep slop* of th* shingle. All along 
in an endless Una of brown is the seaweed brought 
up from the outer water. Most of It la that fine- 
fronded dee merest la that whether fresh or dry 
simulates eo well a mass of coaraa human hair. 
Mingled with it are green ribbons of ulva and 
leaves of eel-grass, and sometimes clusters of the 
beaded cystophyllum. akin to th* sargaeao-weed 
of the Atlantic. Beautiful fern-like fronds of dark 
purplish odonthalia from the low-water mark and 
beyond afc less common, and once In a while 
appears some delicate height rad plant whose 
beauty la beyond recognition as It Ilea twisted and 
bedraggled, and Indeed can only be seen as !t 
floats in Its native element. * 

Under the shad* of a great cable reel X look I 
out across th* broken water on which ths sun . 


shines down until It daisies ths eye. Somehow 
the grey-green waves as they tumble and break 
recall something else by their color and changing 
form. Then I remember. It la the surface of a 
lake, frozen snowless tn the first onslaught of a 
prairie winter; then broken by a great wind; and 
finally frown again. The ee* before me haa tha 
color of broken lot. and though it la in ceaseless 
movement,

glittering reflection of *he sun. which thus sug¬ 
gests vividly the effect of Its rays on the Innum¬ 
erable Jagged crests and Irregular planes of 
mangled Ice.
